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In I hose <l»y*—it. was the* year 
1840—whiskey wan (he great factor 
in the Indian (rude, in spite of (lie 
act paaaod by Congress, making its 
use, or even its importation into 
the Indian country illegal. In one 
way or another, it was smuggled past 
tiie inspectors to the various posts, 
where it was doletl out to the trap¬ 
pers, red or white, at fabuloiiH 
prices. 

Silas Jackson was a fur-trapper 
of the belter sort. He never touch¬ 
ed liquor, or spent liis earnings in 
any of the many ways which kept his 
associates penniless, if not in debl. 
lie was ambitious and frugal, and 
lie carried in his mind a picture of 
a “ blue grass” farm in a certain 
Kentucky county, where some day 
he meant to raise blooded horses and 
to go church on Sunday in blue 
broadcloth with silver buttons. 

Since lie lived straight, tie was 
a man of vigor, and the swallow 
tailed kite was not much keener of 
sight. The oilier trappers called 
him lucky because be went and came 
without losing a pelt or a pack, and 
had never hud a brush with the 
Indians. It was not luck, however, 
that served him so well, but sound 
judgment, clear eyes and an un¬ 
impaired body. 

Even when tho Blackfeet, a 
hostile enough tribe when they were 
supposed to be at peace with tlie 
whiles, openly waved llie hatchet, 
Jackson managed to cross tlie 
country twice without being seen. 
On the Hill'd time, however, as he 
was returning from Fort Union for 
the spring trapping, an incident 
tinppeneo wlit«.|i hud ,t|j jmnortnnt 
bearing on the most thrilling ad¬ 
venture of his life. 

lie was in a region thickly stud¬ 
ded witli but tes. Three or four thin 
columns of smoke had warned him 
that there were Blackfeet near, so 
he traveled with the greatest can 
tion. He stepped so noiselessly that 
he almost ran into a Black foot scon'., 
who was stretched on the ground at 
the foot of a tall, streaked butte, 
drinking from a tiny spring hole. 

The Indian had not heard him. 
lie lay drinking greedily, with his 
bow by his side completely at Jack- 
son’s mercy. The trapper stood 
motionless, thinking hard. He 
knew that ninety-nine neu ont of a 
hundred would have killed the 
Black foot as he lay. The relentless 
ethics of Indian warfare did not 
recognize indecision or compassion. 
It was a case of kill or My at sight 
on both sides, and it was too late 
for Jackson to My. 

Somehow, lie could uot bring him¬ 
self to slay the scout in cold blood, 
though well he knew the Indian 
would not have hesitated to shoot 
him in the back if the chance had 
offered. But it was necessary to 
insuie his own safety in some way. 

So, drawing a full breath, he 
suddenly spiang upon the prostrate 
figure, and seizing the Blackfoot’s 
light arm, drew it forcibly baek- 
waids. At tiie snine time be hit 
him a powciful blow In the neck. 

The Black foot let out a cry that 
was smothered by the water at his 
lips. The breath was knocked out 
of him by tiie force with which 
Jackson’s knees landed in the small 
of his back, and the violent blow 
on liis neck further dazed him. 
Probably he did not know at Mrst 
what had attacked him, whether it 
was a man or some wild animal; 
but he was nol long in doubt. 
Rallying his scattered senses, he 
began to heave and sliuggle franti¬ 
cally ; but Jackson was much more 
the powerful of the two, and he hat) 
the frightened Indian ala disadvan¬ 
tage besides. In a few minutes he 
had the scout’s hands drawn 
behind ids back, and bound with 
a spnre bowstring from his own 
quiver. 

Then Jackson let him up, and 
the two faced each other, panting. 
Although Ids legs were free, the 
Blackfoot made no attempt to run 
away. His respect for the trap¬ 
per’s loug rifle kept, him motionless, 
but he glared through his war-paint 
at Jackson, ready to meet death as 
became a Blackfoot warrior. 

Jackson guessed his thought and 
shook Ids head. 

44 No,” he said, in the other’s 
tongue, “I’m not going to kill you. 
Perhaps I’m a fool, tint trapping 
beaver, and not shooting people in 
my business. You let me aloue 


and I’ll let you alone.* Under¬ 
stand? ” 

The Blackfoot apparently could 
not. That this solitaiy white man 
should show mercy to a scout in 
tiie enemy’s country seemed against 
all the rules of warfare and com¬ 
mon sense. It was some trick. 
His eve gleamed scornfully. 

Jackson walked up to him and 
put a finger on Ids bare chest. 

“I’m not going to kill you,” lie 
repeated, “or any of your people— 
if you let me alone. I’m going 
way off, out of your country.” He 
pointed toward the north. “ Will 
you let me go? ” 

The Blackfoot stared at him, and 
the grim line in Ids face gradually 
relaxed. 

“ You gol ” he grunted. 

“ All iighl,” said Jackson, “ I’ll 
trust to the word of a chief,” and 
lie walked away without a back¬ 
ward look. 

He had plenty of backward Hying 
thoughts, however. Would tiie 
Blackfoot repay good with evil? 
How near was tiie band for which 
lie had been scouting? Would 
they lie down on his trail the next 
day? Worried by thoughts, Jttck- 
son travelled fast all that night, 
and spent tiie day hidden in a cup¬ 
like hollow on the summit of a small 
butte, a position which defended 
by his long riHe, would have cost 
the Blackfeet dear to take. 

No Indians came in sigiit, and 
tho following night Jackson took 
up the trail again with new courage. 
He did not change his mode of 
travelling, however, until he had 
put sixty miles behind him. A few 
more days saw him out of the 
Blackfoot territory and in a com- 
pm-n lively safe oniintrv. 

When spring was over, and the 
pelts had begun to grow poor, 
Jackson began his long march back 
to Fort Union, liis pack of prime 
beaver made him especially anxious 
to avoid an encounter with the 
Blackfeet, but in spite of every 
precaution, he met a baud of them 
just as lie began to think the danger 
was past. 

FoiInnately the Blackfeet wore 
not mounted. They were a canoe¬ 
ing party that, had stopped to rest 
and eat in the shade of a bluff on 
the Yellowstone River. Jackson 
and the scout posted on top of the 
bank saw each other at the same 
instant, and the trapper halted just, 
long enough to make sure that the 
odds against him were too big to 
warrant any show of resistance. 
Then he took to his heels, running, 
quartering away from the river. 

The Blackfeet, fifteen strong, 
burst through tho buffalo bushes 
that edged tiie bluff, and swept after 
him, howling like wolves. 

Jackson knew himself well enough 
to be sure that no matter how swift 
the Blackfeet, he could make a 
stern chase a long one. He had 
never met.a trapper who could out¬ 
run him, and he had entered inuny 
a foot-race during the wild spring 
and fall gatherings at the fort. So, 
instead of breaking into a frantic 
pace at the outset, he settled down 
to a long, calculated stride that 
would eat up distance without gieat- 
ly tiring him. He knew that he 
would have to mu with Ids head as 
weM as his feet. 

Tho Indians, on the contrary, 
came at first at full speed, hoping 
to run tho trapper down within a 
few hundred yards. To frighten 
him into breaking his stride, they 
let out volleys of whoops and dis¬ 
charged a number of arrows as they 
ran, but naturally their aim was 
poor, and presently they hegnn to 
save both their breath and their wea¬ 
pons. They saw that they had no 
timid greenhorn to deni with. 

The ground was good for running, 
with only an occasional low, wave¬ 
like swell to break its level. The 
summer sun had burned the short 
grass till it was like a very wiry 
mat underfoot. But racing for 
one’s life is different from doing 
it for sport. Fear will lend one 
wings for a while, but it is a great 
destroyer of wiud and judgment. 

At the end of the Mist hundred 
yards Jnckson was forced to drop 
liis > precious pack. Soon after 
that ho threw away his liMe and 
his deerskin jacket. 

The prairie ahead of him was as 
smooth an a Moor. Jackson oould 
nee no ravine or butte to give him 
a moment of refuge. He looked 
back over his shoulder. The black¬ 
feet were strung out in a line behind 


him, some evidently outclassed, 
but half a dozen were running 
sirongly, and had speed to spare. 
It was apparent that they were con¬ 
fident of their ability to tire him 
out. 

Now the real race begau. With 
liis hands clenched and head back, 
Jackson gradually increased his 
speed. The grass spun under his 
feet, and where it was long, parted 
with a sharp tearing sound against 
his ankles. 

Ahead of him, suddenly, a 
prairie-dog popped into his burrow; 
then lie saw a number of little tails 
whisk out of sight, and his heart 
swelled Vvith fear. 

A stumble would mean his death- 
warrant, but he did uot dare to 
make a detour round the “ town. ” 
It was too wide. 

He dashed into it, feeling the 
ground rougheu under liis feet, and 
swaying unsteadily as he ran over 
the little mounds. Tiie sweat of 
fright poured down his lean brown 
face, nnd at every step his muscles j 
cringed lest his foot should strike | 
one of tiie burrows. 

The “ town ” was a quarter of a 
mile wide and Jacksou was jarred 
and alaimingly fatigued when he 
struck smooth ground again. A 
backwaid look showed him that 
some of the Blackfeet were out of 
the race, but that those in the lead 
were nearer to him than before. 
Tho lending Indian halted at that 
instant, and dischaigipi an airow, 
which sang over Jackson’s shoulder, 
but it was almost spent. At least 
he was practically out of range. 

He began to fear, however, that 
he was losing ground at every 
stride. His strength, too, was 
going. There was a pain like that 
from a knife-thrust under his ribs, 
and his lungs w’eie hot and seared. 
Every step jarred him and racked 
his aching head. A light, salty 
foam gathered on Ids lips, yet his 
mouth was burning dry. 

There w s no refuge on tiie mer¬ 
cilessly bare prairie, and he desper¬ 
ately changed his course toward 
Yellowstone. If he could reach it, 
he was resolved to drown himself 
ralhei than fall in to the hands of 
the Blackfeet. But could he reach 


it? His eyes were so glazed and 
congested that lie could not distin¬ 
guish the buffalo bushes along tiie 
bank; lint he knew in which direc¬ 
tion the river lay, and on he toiled, 
sobbing for breath, his nose dogged 
with trickling blood. 

He was swaying like a druuken 
man when he felt, the stiff bushes 
about his knees. Beneath him roll¬ 
ed the brown river, dimpled try the 
breeze, and sucking and swirling 
round a great jam of driftwood 
wedged between a sand-bar and the 
shore. 

Jackson fell headlong down the 
sloping bank his face strikiug 
among the wet stones. 

The chill of the water revived 
him. He scrambled forward on his 
hands and knees into the river. 
The jam offered him a last haven, 
and fortuntely tiie water did not 
reach above his waist. He was too 
spent to swim a stroke, but stagger¬ 
ing and slipping, he managed to 
wade tho gap, and craw) under the 
jumbled mass of timber like a 
wounded muskrat. 

Stooping so that only his head 
was above water, he wormed his 
way towaid the heart of the jam, 
just as the leading Blackfoot leaped 
down the bank. For a few moments 
they stood there, talking in low 
tones ; then Jackson heard the 
water tipple and splash ns they 
waded out toward the jam. 

Soon they were joined by otheis, 
and the whole baud begau to walk 
round and over tho mass of inter¬ 
laced timbers, thrusting down a log 
here, and lifting others, and peer¬ 
ing through the interstices. Sick 
with dread, Jackson, crouched up 
to his throat in the water, waiting 
for the discovery be felt sure must 
come. 

Suddenly the light that filtered 
down from above was cut off. 
Jackson was too firmly wedged in 
to move anything but liis head. He 
looked up and met the gaze of a 
Blackfoot, across whose face a look 
of savage triumph Mashed and whose 
parted lips seemed about to utter 
a signal whoop. But instead, he 
glared silently at Jackson, and a 
conflicting series of expressions pass¬ 
ed across his painted face. Then, 
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as noiselessly as he had come, he 
glided away. 

It was tho Blackfoot Jackson 
had captured and set free that 
spring. The recognition had been 
mutual, but Jackson bardly dared 
to hope for the same mercy that lie 
had shown tiie warrior. In an 
agony of apprehension he waited 
and listened. 

By and by he heard voices, and 
could even distinguish a few words. 
Some one was saying that the river 
must have drunk up the white man. 

To this the others apparently 
agreed. There was a short par¬ 
ley, followed by the sound of bodies 
moving through tiie water, and then 
silence, except for the light lapping 
of the current against, the jam. 

Still Jackson did not date to 
move. For an hour he listened 
fearfully; but only the natural 
noises of the river were to be 
heard. Unable to stand the chill 
of the water any longer, lie worked 
his way to the edge of the jam and 
looked ont. The bank was deserted, 
and wading ashore, he climbed the 
little bluff. The Blackfeet had 
disappeared. — The Youth's Com¬ 
panion.

The following is a cable dispatch 
to the New York American, of last 
Sunday, July 31st, from the well 
known writer Vance Thompson :— 

Paris, July 30.—H. Humphrey 
Moore, the idealistic portrait paint¬ 
er of beautiful Spanish and American 
women, heard music for the first 
time in his life at a big reception 
held on-Thursday by his wife. Mr. 
Moore was born deaf and dumb in 
New York sixty years ago, and until 
Thursday he never beard a sound of 
music. It all happened in this 
way : 

Mrs. Moore wHo is a distinguished 
and accomplished Spanish woman 
from Toledo, was holding the last of 
her big receptions. Among her 
guests was Mrs. Peterson, of Chi¬ 
cago, the mother of a very talented 
daughter, whose voice has been one 
of the delights of Paris during the 
past season. Mrs. Peterson suggest¬ 
ed putting an electric tube in Mr. 
Moore’s ear while the Countess De 
Thebes was playing a violin. 

The effect was instantaneous, and 
seemed almost like a miracle to 
those present, for Mr. Moore heard 
every note of music as it fell from 
the strings of the violin. Tears roll¬ 
ed down his cheeks and there were 
few dry eyes among those present. 
To his wife he expressed his joy in 
sign language, to the others he 
wrote words expressing his wonder 
and delight. 

Among the guests present on this 
occasion were the Countess de Spot- 
tiswood Mackin, of Paris; Mrs. 
William Sprague, wife of Governor 
Sprague, of Rhode Island ; Mrs. 
Henry W. Stiness, of Providence ;< 
Judge Lefevre Denver, Mrs. Ster¬ 
ling Postley, Mrs. Clarence Postley, 
of Paris and New York, and the 
Misses Scoffey, of San Francisco. 

Mr. Moore has lived in Paris forty 
years and is the possessor of many 
Japanese art treasures which are 
the envy of great French art collec¬ 
tors.

Xavier Ephpheta Society Cele¬ 
brate. 

Ephpheta Sunday, or the festival 
of the deaf-mutes, this year fell on 
Sunday, July 31st. On that day 
from Alaska to Africa and ’round 
I lie world, the Catholic Church told 
again to her myriads of Children as 
they gathered at sunrise before the 
altar, the sweet and touching gospel 
story of the deaf-mute; how the 
multiude, inspired by the teaching 
of our Saviour, brought before Him 
one that was deaf and dumb. Who, 
taking his face in Ifis blessed 
hands, opened his ears and loosen¬ 
ed his tongue, and thus restarted 
him to the joys of society. And 
how, deeply moved by the wondrous 
sight, the multiude cried out, “ He 
hath done ail things well, He hath 
made both the deaf to heai and the 
dumb to speak.” 

It must have been an impressive 
scene; but more than that, as eveiy 
word and deed of our Divine Mas¬ 
ter was for yesterday, to-day and 
forever, by this public act He show¬ 
ed Ilis love and care for the afflict¬ 
ed little ones of His Church, and 
impaited a lesson and example of 
charity towards them lo ail of ns, 
to last to the end ol time. 

While the festival was celebrated 
with joy and gratitude by the 
Catholic deaf throughout this coun¬ 
try and in Europe, for acknowledge¬ 
ment of this special mark of divine 
love grows and spreads with the 
years, but especially in New York, 
the deaf held their own religious 
services at St. Francis Xavier’s, at 
0 a m., at which a hundred and 
more were present. 

Tastefully decorated with clusters 
of lillics of the valley, and lighted 
tapers, the miniature altar in the 
Bodaily Hall of the College pre¬ 
sented a pretty sight. Assisting 
the celebrant of the Mass, Rev. M. 
R. McCarthy, S. J., was a diminu¬ 
tive young acolyte, whose dignity 
and grace added something to the 
impressive service. Ninety-five of 
the deaf assisting at the offering 
partook of Holy Communion. 

In his sermon, Father McCarthy 
graphically depicted the coincidence 
with that of the Feast of St. Ignati¬ 
us, the founder of (lie Jesuit Order, 
which was also being celebrated by 
all Catholic’s the world over. 
Through the efforts of a Jesuit, 
Rev. Father Moeller, of Chicago, 
1 he cause of the Catholic deaf, and 
their celebration of Ephpheta Sun¬ 
day, had bken brought to the at¬ 
tention of the Pope, whose pleasure 
had iieen manifested in making 
public he was a friend of the deaf, 
and would always retain that 
friendship. 

After the service, breakfast was 
served in the College refectory, 
and there lhe leaf met the guest of 
the day, Rev. E. M. Purlell, S. J., 
director of Catholic deaf-mute af¬ 
fairs in Baltimore, Md. Father 
Purlell is a brother of Miss M. 
Purtell, of St. Joseph’s Institute, a 
warm and loyal friend of the Catho¬ 
lic deaf. He made friends from 
the very first introduction, and will 
doubtless have some pleasing anec¬ 
dotes to tell his silent charges on 
his return to the home City of Ilis 
Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons. An¬ 
other guest was Rev. Father Rock¬ 
well, who evidenced his continued 
interested in their behalf by an¬ 
nouncing, after some good advice, 
their pastor had l>een transferied 
back to St. Francis Xavier’s, and 
to him had been accorded the sign¬ 
al honor of devoting all his time to 
the work among the Catholic deaf. 
The news was something of a sur¬ 
prise, though a mighty pleasant 
one, and was received with mani¬ 
festations of real delight. 

Along lowaids noon the Xavier 
Ephphetans and guests proceeded 
to the woodlands of Fordham in St, 
Joseph’s Institute’s vicinity, and 
for the rest of the day reigned in 
joyland—happy with themselves, 
gialeful to Father Rockwell and 
the Jesuit Provincial, and deeldcly 
proud of having their pastor locat¬ 
ed indefinitely, if not pel manenliy, 
at St. Francis Xavier’s, to devote 
all his time to their special interest.

They 
immediately summoned Dr. Wasse. 
Ho found that the right hand had 
neatly been gnawed off, that the 
nose and one eat had been badly 
eaten and severe scratches about 
the face. The child had lest, a 
large amount of blood, and had not 
the doctor arrived as he did it 
would have probably bled to death.

The League of Elect Surds also 
counts among their expected guests 
many prominent people, who are 
warm friends of the deaf. 

It is hoped that all who can will 
bring their hearing friends along, as 
there will be a base ball game and 
athletic games that will be hotly con¬ 
tested. 

The park can be easily reached 
by New Yorkers by taking “ L” 
trains at Manhattan cud of Brooklyn 
Bridge marked “ Ultner Park” on 
front. Or a pleasant sail for five 
cents from Battery to 39th Street, 
Brooklyn, thence via trolley direct 
to the Park. 

At two o’clock f.m. sharp a ball 
game will be started between two 
rival organizations, the Deaf-Mutes’ 
Union League and Clark Deaf- 
Mutes’ Athletic Association. The 
winner will be given a handsome 
Silver Loving Cup. 

Immediately after the base ball 
game the athletic events will be run 
off. First on the list is the Half 
Mile Relay Race ( of two men ) for 
a very handsome silver loving cup, 
which any organization will be proud 
to become the owner of. This event, 
as in all the others, only deaf-mutes 
will be allowed to enter. The Com¬ 
mittee has received several applica¬ 
tions from hearing organizations, 
who covet the cup, but the commit¬ 
tee have refused to listen to them, 
as the League of Elect Surds’ Out¬ 
ing and Games is given for the bene¬ 
fit of the deaf, who enjoy not many 
such affairs as their hearing breth¬ 
ren do. The enterance fee for the 
Relay Race is one dollar. Clubs or 
Societies can enter oue or more 
teams, and deaf-mutes not members 
of any club, who desire to enter the 
Relay Race, can do so upon payment 
of the enterance fee at the Park to 
Chairman Capelli. 

The other events are—One Hun¬ 
dred Yards Dash, Half Mile Run, 
240 Yards Run and One Mile Run, 
and are open to deaf-mutes only. 
Handsome medals will be awarded 
to the winners of first and second in 
»v»„t Entrance fee, titty cents 
for each event, and can be made to 
Chairman Capelli at any time, or 
at the Park on the day of the Out¬ 
ing. 

It is learned that a delegation from 
Philadelphia is coming with the 
object of capturing every prize. Let 
them come, and others from nearby 
cities too. Our New York Athletes 
will more than uphold the fame of 
New York City, which at the present 
time boasts of so many Athlete 
Champs. • 

From Port Jervis comes word that 
an unknown will enter, and also an¬ 
other from Long Island that can 
run some. 

The relay race, perhaps will be 
the most exiting of all, because 
several teams have been training to 
capture the Cup, all of which we 
say—may the best team win. 

The other events will no doubt be 
hotly contested too, as the medals 
are worth winning, and if the com¬ 
mittee were to allow hearing com¬ 
petitors they would have more en¬ 
tries than they could handle, but all 
the games are for deaf-mutes only. 

Comptent officials will be in 
charge, both the Referee and Starter 
will be hearing gentlemen of experi¬ 
ence, and the other officials have 
been chosen from among the various 
deaf-mute organizations.

Chinese l)enf-TI utes. 

Rochester Herald, June 17 

Iu the YVestern New York Insti¬ 
tute for Deaf Males in St. Paul 
Street, there is a little Chinese lad 
of some ten years by the name of 
Hsai Ziao-fong. Since the Chinese 
fashion of writing names puls the 
last name first, the boy is known to 
his teachers anil playmates as Ziao- 
fong. He conies of an educated 
Chiistian Chinese family, of whom 
tlie b y’s grandfather is an ordain¬ 
ed clergyman, and his uncle at pre¬ 
sent a student al Yale. 

Ziao-fong came to Rochester be¬ 
cause a Rochester institution and 
its superinle'ideut were the means 
of letting the Cliiuese nation know 
that tlie deaf mute is no longer an 
alien to an education which can 
make him as useful a citizen as 
anybody. In 1898, a school for 
deaf-mute childreu was established 
at Cliefoo, China, by Mrs. Anuetla 
T. Mills, who was formerly a teach¬ 
er in the Rochester institution. 
Tlie expenses of this undertaking 
were guaranteed for the fiist year 
by Snperintendeut YVestervelt of 
tun local school, and have been met 
since then largely by contributions 
Horn this and similar institutions 
in this country. 

This was tlie first school of the 
kind and the first attempt at teach¬ 
ing deaf-mutes which China had 
ever seen. This old empire is hard 
to astonish. Most tilings it claims 
to have invented or experimented 
with at some time or other in its re 
mote past But tlie teaching of 
deaf-mutes to read, write and even 
to speak, upset the settled notions 
of tlie phlegmatic Celestial. After 
having convinced himself that this 
was really being done, he pro¬ 
nounced it. “a modeln miracle.” 

“ Miracle ’’Hard to Accomplish. 

This particular miiacle lias been 
no easy achievement, however. 
Colonel Charles Denby, formerly 
Uuited Stales Minister to China, 
ouce said : “The heathen has no 
pity for tlie outcast, (lie unfortunate 
and tlie diseased classes.” The lot 
of defectives in China lias l>een a sad 
one always. Begging is a business 
there, and many deaf-mutes are 
put at this. Olliers fare even 
worse, particularly among the igno¬ 
rant classes, where such unfortu¬ 
nates are regarded with supersti¬ 
tious abhorrence, and are subject to 
abuse of all kinds. 

Little Ziao foug and children of 
his family station would have es¬ 
caped this abuse in any event, but 
tlie school and its opportunities 
have opened a new world to this 
lad and many others like him. The 
hoy lias proved a very apt pupil. 
His memory is remarkable, bis in- 
tall.gence marked and his progress 
in the English language has sur¬ 
prised even Mrs. Mills, who is al¬ 
ways an optimist. 

Ziao fong Makes Friends. 

Ziao-fong was sent by his father, 
who is employed in tlie Chinese 
customs service at Ning-Po, to Mrs. 
Mills some four years ago. It was 
his wisti that the boy lie thoroughly 
educated and that lie learn English. 
Ziao-fong made rapid progress, and 
his precocity attracted attention 
from iiiUiiential Chinese officials, 
among them the Viceroy of the pro¬ 
vince. YVhen Mrs. Mills offered to 
bring Ziao-fong to America with 
her on the trip which she was com¬ 
pelled to make iu tlie interests of 
her school, this same official was 
instrumental iu providing the money 
for the boy’s first year’s expenses. 

Mrs. Mills brought the lad to 
Rochester, and he has had nearly a 
year iu the state institution on St. 
Paul Street. Mix. Mills expects 
that the money to keep him in the 
school for throe more years will be 
forthcoming from Cliiuese sources, 
and Ims written to the Chinese 
Minister al YY'ashing! on in his lie- 
half. Her own presence in the 
country is made necessary by the 
offer which the Presbyterian Board 
of Foreign Missions has made 
rlative to looking after the support 
of tlie Cliefoo School. An endow¬ 
ment fund of $45,000 is sought, of 
whieli more than $25,000 lias al- 
reat\y been pledged. 

Chinese Government Acts. 

The school has become a decided 
influence in Chinese education. 
Mrs. Mills recently made a lonr of 
the principal Chinese cities, travel¬ 
ing over 3,000 miles, accompanied 
by an assistant and a number of 
pupils. She gave demonstrations 
before more than 30,000 Chinese, 
and at Peking so interested the 
Vice-President, of the Impel ial 
Board of Education of the Empire, 
that the immediate result was the 
opening of the first Chinese gov¬ 
ernment school for tlie deaf at Pao- 
ting-fu, with an assistant of Mrs. 
Mills in charge. 

Graduates of Mrs. Mills’ school 
are already teaching iu various 
Chinese cities, and one of them has 
established a school of his owu in 
Korea. Ziao-fong says that “ soon 
he will teach deaf hoys,” and there 
is every teason to believe that he 
will.

The iilallnMemorial. 

It in proposed to create h memorial 
to the late Kev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
D. D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-MuteH. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec¬ 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime U> see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per¬ 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann’s Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The uew building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front aud twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re¬ 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mntes of New York. The 
amount required for “ The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building” will 
he about $30,000, aud the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form n ootiHpicuouB monument 
to him whose life wa« devoted to the 
Silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
